I 
N my former Treatiſe on Shorthand 
> I ſaid, © Notwithſtanding the many 
58 | he gz Shorthands that have been publiſh- 
d. I think there is ſtill room for 
Wonne more; becauſe I ſee no per- 
e fcction in any;“ and moſt arts being 

| capable of improvement, I have 
found reaſon for improving this. Things imper- 
fe&t in their nature always admitting of change and 
alteration,” which is the common fate of every indi- 
vidual thing ; therefore notwithſtanding the great 
amendments I have made from the very foundation, 
«« I do not yet deliver this as a perfect piece, which 
neither man, nor time can mend; for was it ſuch, 
it could not be ſupplanted : but all forms being 
faſhions, and faſhions changeable, none are immor- 
tal, only ſome are of leſs or longer duration than o- 
thers : therefore the world affords gleanings for all, 
tho' only a plentiful harveſt to ſome, As one gene- 
ration goeth away, and another cometh, ſo one man's 
heel treads upon the neck of another, to exalt or be- 
nefit himſelf, till a riſing foot ſucceeds to kick him 
the like courteſy, and promote his exit, to make 
room for a freſh actor.“ The world is the common 
theatre of mankind, ** and every man's life is but a 
play, in which ſome act more, and more different 
parts than others; and at laſt, Death makes Short- 
hand of us all: Therefore“ according to the motto I 
have choſen, which 1s the advice of the wiſe man, 
„ haſten, in hopes, that after my ſhort life is paſt, 
this my Shorthand may remain; for we all think 
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odur longeſt Part is ſhort when the play is over“; be- 
ing deſirous to live, even after death, in name, when 
we can live no longer in perſon, And it is a noble 
ambition for mortal man to ſeek for glory, bonour, 
and immortality, by uſeful works, worthy of com- 
'  mendation; and by patient continuance in well-doing. 
Thoſe that are prevented from attaining this aim, by 
the ſtraitneſs of their circumſtances, who only wor- 
| thily deſire, and vigorouſly endeavour it, are not lefs 
perſonally noble, and intrinſically meritorious. Burt, 
alas ! this changeable world ſuffers no man's memory 
to be immortal, whatever his merit may be; for

Y But, leaving this ſubje&, for the ſubje& of this 
book: In my former, I acquainted the public, that 
| in my younger days I compoſed a Shorthand, for my 
S own uſe, out of many others; which omitting ſe- 
F veral years entirely, and all my former writings of 
| that ſort being deſtroyed ; only the materials remain- 
| ing in my mind ; as invention alone pleaſed me, I 
| being diſpoled to practice that art again, formed a 
| new one, 10 ſecure flying thoughts, that I might catch 
| them upon the wing, to ſave time and paper, and my 
| common hand from ſpoiling by much and haſty ſcribbling, 
ond when they laid expoſed to common ſight, they might 
not be expoſed to common cenſure. Theſe are the bene- 
fits of Shorthand ' writing, be/ides taking down words 
from a ſpeaker's mouth, if not all, yet the greater and 
more eſſential part. I made places for three vowels, and 
Joined two; which after numberleſs alterations in one 
reſpect or other, I am again returned ſomewhat near 
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where I firſt ſet out; but ſo, that I can now do what 
I think moſt convenient, and beſt conſiſts with the 
greateſt eaſe and freedom. This method, with other 
new inventions (which I think are moſtly my own) 
are an advantage that this Shorthand has peculiar to 
itſelf, And the alphabet, which has coſt me long 
labour, and often repeated trials, on which the exee- 
lency of the whole depends, I have endeavour'd to 
render more perfect than any I have ſeen; and doubt 
not but the compariſon will contribute to my credir. 
Tho' this I muſt confeſs; for all experience proves 
itz that all manner of inconveniences can not by 
means be avoided. | 

Taz firſt thing I adviſe a learner is, to write all 
the alphabet, at firſt carefully, and with exactneſo, 
till he acquires a habit of writing them true, with 
ſuch expedition, that he can write the whole two or 
three times over, or more, in a minute, without the 
copy.—2dly, To learn thoſe double letters, page 10, 
then join every ſingle letter to every letter in the 
alphabet; as ab, ac, ad, ae, af, ag, &c. to az; ba, br, 
ba, be, bf, &c. to b; ca, ch, cd, ce, &c. to cꝝ; and 
ſo on, always remembering thoſe double letters afore- 
ſaid when they come in the way. —  3dly, To proceed 
thro' every rule in the whole ſection of the places of 
the vowels a, e, i, and how u is to be fignified and 
underſtood ; ſo as to fix theſe rules perfectly in un- 
derſtanding and memory.— 4thly, To learn and re- 
member well the ſection of Contrattions by tittles, &c. 
their ſignification by their poſition and places, —— 
5thly, In regular order, to learn by imitation and 
practice, the ſection of Parts of words and their com- 
Poſition. And as therein ſome words whoſe parts 
(prepoſitions or terminations) are mentioned before 
their order (for want of words ſufficient in their 
ſtead) there is a reference to ſuch part, by the num-, 
ber at the right hand of thoſe words, which the 
learner may look to and obſerve.——Lafth, being 
come to the Alphabetical Table of words, the difficulty 
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is ſurmounted , for they conſiſt of examples of former 
Rules, of words written at length, of abbreviations 
formed by the alphabet, and of ſymbolical characters, 
which are eaſily attained by the learner who is thus 
far advanced ; to whom I recommend the going 
thro' only one column at a time. — By ſpending an 
hour or half an hour in a day, as beſt ſuits the diſpo- 
ſition and circumſtances of the learner. Thus, with 
daily patience and perſeverance, the whole may be 
learned in no very ng. time ; nor with any very 
great difficulty ; not making it a fatigue, but a plea- 
ure. And gong this, there is no fear of obtaining 
the deſired ſucceſs. Slowneſs in learning being not 
ſo fatal to ſcholarſhip, as too much precipitation 
for they that learn ſlowly, have moſt patience ; and 
their long practice makes them the readier, and re- 
tain their learning the longer: ſo that thoſe ho are 
generally apprehended to be the dulleſt ſcholars, are 
often in length of time the beſt. They are perfect 
as they proceed, remember well what they have 
learned ; and by that means every new leſſon is the 
eaſier ; therefore, generally, after they are well 
grounded, they proceed with pleaſure, and grow 
— apace. 

If the learner does not often practice his Short- 
hand, it may be neceſſary for him to go thro' it more 
than once, after he has omitted the practice for ſome 
time, or look through the book again carefully and 
deliberately. In ſo doing he will render himſelf per- 
fect in this art; which requires to be well ingrafted 
in the mind. And he ſhould be careful to read often 
what he has written, till he can read his Shorthand 
very well. 

Whenever exactneſs in ſpelling is neceſſary, it may 
. be uſed in this hand in any language, as well as in 
any other ; but Switt Writing being the main end of 
this art, ſenſe is regarded by ſounds, more than by 
true ſpelling. Wherever you meet this letter / it 
ſtands for the word /ignifies.
